mm HE general contract for the con- 
000 department store of the J. W. 
Robinson Company at Seventh street 
and Grand avenue was awarded yes- 
terday afternoon to the C. J. Kubach 
Company of this city. Work en the 
foundations is to be begun at once, 
as the excavation has just been com- 
pleted. Not a moment will be lost, 
the preparations having been carried 
to the point where even the temporary 
sidewalks, fences and canopies along 
the street fronts are in and walting. 
The contract calls for the construc- 
tion of the foundations, the rein- 
forced concrete walls and floors, the 
partitions and all that goes into the 
frame of the huge structure. In 
three or four months the contractor 
expects to have the superstructure 
peeping above the high wooden fences 
that inclose the site, and in eight 
months he expects to turn the bulld- 
ing over to the finishers.

ber 14, 1813, Dr. Dorsey committed 
an act of bankruptcy in that she exe- 
cuted deeds of conveyance to Rebec- 
ca Lee Kelly, her niece, with intent 
to defraud her creditors. At the time 
of the filing of the petition praying 
that she be adjudged a bankrupt, Dr. 
Dorsey testified that she did not own 
any land in California,.but received 
from her niece $2000 and a promise to 
care for her during the remainder of 
her life. This agreement was a verbal 
one between’ Dr. Dorsey and der 
niece. The referee found that at the 
time she conveyed the property her 
equity in the premises was not less 
than $20,000. The deeds were never 
delivered to Rebecca Lee Kelly. At 
that time Dr. Dorsey owed large sums 
of money, the referee decided. 

NO RELIEF. 
Referee Helm also found that at the 
time of the commission of the acts of 
bankruptcy Dr. Dorsey was not a 
wage-earner or chiefly engaged in 
farming or the tillage of the soil, but 
does find that, prior to September 13, 
1913, when she conveyed her ranch to 
the Big Four Ranch Company, she 


1913, she entered into a contract with 
nald W. Wilson, alleging that she 
owned 252 acres in Coachella Valley. 
on which there was an incumbrance 
of $19,640, by the terms of which she 
was to transfer a one-half interest in 
the property to Wilson for $10,000.
